linkage, does not comprise an immune system interacting CpG protion, is not 
complementary to any portion of the genomic sequence of RSV or parainfluenza 
virus, and is not complementary to any RSV or parainfluenza virus mRNA sequence 
and wherein the anti-viral activity of said oligonucleotide occurs principally by a non- 
sequence complementary mode of action. 

Claim 2 (currently amended): Th e m e thod of c l a i m 1, wh e r ei n sa i d subj e ct i s a 
human A method for the prophylaxis or treatment of a RSV or parainfluenza virus 
infection in a subject, comprising 

administering to a subject in need of such treatment a therapeutically effective 
amount of a pharmacological acceptable oligonucleotide of at least 20 nucleotides in 
length, wherein said oligonucleotide comprises only seguences selected from the 
group consisting of AA, CC, GG, TT, AC. CA, AG, GA, AT, TA, CT, TC, GT and TG, 
is not complementary to any portion of the genomic seguence of RSV or 
parainfluenza virus, and is not complementary to any RSV or parainfluenza virus 
mRNA seguence and wherein the anti-viral activity of said oligonucleotide occurs 
principally by a non-seguence complementary mode of action .

T, is not complementary to any portion of the genomic seouence of RSV or 
parainfluenza virus, and is not complementary to any RSV or parainfluenza virus 
mRNA seguence and wherein the anti-viral activity of said oligonucleotide occurs 
principally by a non-seguence complementary mode of action .
